The death of Hear Admiral 


Charles E. Clark brings back vividly, 
however, an adventure which was 
rightly' a nine days' wonder at tiie time 
of its occurrence. 


It will be remembered that while 


Cervorn's whereabouts were -unknown 
Captain Clark: was intrusted with the j 
dangerous task of bringing the Oresmi 
from tlie Podfic coast to augment the 
Atlantic fleet. He left Snn Francisco- 
on March 10.
